While recently researching an article with regards to the phenomena of angelic visions it became 
increasingly clear that there were some very obvious compar¬ 
isons to be made between ancient confrontations between 
human beings and angels and contemporary reports of contact

the patronage of some very wealthy man or institution. This 
would customarily be a king, and of course since monarchies were absolute, then the patron (depending 
on his own beliefs) could have more than little influence on the outcome of the translation 

Be that as it may, there are some really amazing examples of where comparisons can be made, if you 
are prepared to accept that biblical stories aren’t just fables and allegories but may contain a germ of 
truth 

This truth may have become distorted and diluted over the years, but nevertheless, truth just the same

This plus the obvious view that people who witnessed these events and wrote about them had no 
concept whatsoever of anything other than magic and miracle to explain what they were seeing. There 
simply was no type of technology extant at that time which could offer an alternative explanation to the 
events that they were witnessing, so, in effect they were witnessing a miracle. 

The Old Testament is full of such examples, the story of the creation being a prime example The story 
of Adam and Eve, if you think about it, is genetic engineering by any other name. Adam is created from 
a handful of dust (biological material), and Eve from Adam’s rib (cloning), certainly some sort of 
genetic manipulation The feeding of the 5,000 with the loaves and fishes, some sort of replicator ?, the 
Manna which fell from heaven, an aircraft dropping food’ 9 The plagues that best Egypt, biological 
warfare ?, Lot’s wife turning to a pillar of salt after looking back at the destruction of Sodom and 
Gomorra, perhaps calcified by the detonation of a thermonuclear device ? Ezekiel’s fiery chariot in the 
sky, a U F O ?, the list goes on. 

Even the New Testament has its fair share of examples, the raising of Lazarus, the blind being made 

to see again, yes, miracles at the time, but now ?. fairly orthodox medical procedures, nothing 

particularly miraculous about them. Even the resurrection can be looked at in this respect Christ’s body 
is missing from the tomb, and on entering, the women find an angel inside, the angel tells them not to 
worry, everything’s fine, the physical body of Christ has risen to heaven What are we looking at here 9 , 
was this an angel or was this a paramedic ?, was it describing a medical procedure, a ‘medivac’, a 
resuscitation perhaps ?. Was this ‘angel’ cleaning up after the grievously injured Christ had been 
removed for hospitalisation ? ‘Angels’ turn up all over the place, God’s messengers 9 , our interface 
with the almighty 9 , a spiritual army 9 , guardians 9 , in truth fulfilling just about any function you can 
think of, rather like a permanent shield to prevent you dealing with the almighty yourself, why 9 

Down through history angels have been harbingers of doom and destruction, wielders of the sword of 
righteousness, God’s enforcers It’s odd to think about it in this respect, but whenever God needed 
some dirty work done, up to and including murder, then it is his angels that are used So we can see that 
the concept -of the angelic entity is a being of peace and love is at best ambivalent, or could it be that

One recurring ‘dream’ from early childhood, and indeed one that 
carried on through to Peter’s mid-twenties, was what might now be 
termed as part of the classic abduction scenario. This is where he was 
consciously aware of being in a room of bright light, lying on his back, 
unable to move, with a deep pulsing noise / feeling coming from 
behind. Breathing was also difficult, and perhaps was best likened to 
having a mask over the nose and mouth This dream sometimes 
occurred two or three times a week, but it was always very similar. 
Sometimes the room would look slightly different, but the one com¬ 
mon factor was the appearance in the room of beings - of varying 
heights, but all with enlarged heads, and they were all grey ! This 
recurring dream did finally stop, but then was superseded with the 
other encounters with other beings, but by now [Peter] had free will in 
these encounters, and was not in any sense subjected to examination. 

During his childhood years, Peter had frequent ‘dreams’ of what he 
would now term as alien beings - many of these were before the advent 
of the modern sci-fi type of TV show, which really began in this 
country with Dr Who. No one else in Peter’s family had any interest in 
space of sci-fi, so where did these images come from ? Peter even now 
can recall quite clearly looking out of his bedroom window at night, 
and seeing various lights and ‘flying saucers’. It should be emphasised 
that Peter’s ‘dreams’ of this type when a child not uncommon, 
especially today, but back in the early 1960s, sci-fi images didn’t exist 
in such numbers in all sorts of mediums. 

It has been perhaps in the past six years that Peter has had more 
conscious recollection of ‘dreams’ and astral travels, and this con¬ 
scious awareness of other realms is increasing at an accelerating rate, 
so much so that in the past couple of years, the real memories of astral 
travels and encounters are being ‘held’ in conscious memory as soon as 
they occur This acceleration seems to have happened after one very 
peculiar ‘dream’, in which Peter clearly recalls sitting on the settee at 
home, reading a book on sci-fi TV shows, while the TV was playing in 
the corner of the room, with Lenny Henry doing a comedy sketch, and 
the time was obviously during a late summer evening For no good 
reason, [Peter] felt compelled to look out of the window, and when he 
did so a shining metallic domed disc was sitting in sky above the 
houses opposite, glinting in the evening sun An intense blue-white 
beam of light came out of the dome of the craft, and came straight 
through the window, and hit [Peter] in the forehead, in his Third Eye - 
the pain was truly intense, and he thinks he screamed The next thing 
Peter recalls is sitting bolt-upright in bed, and as he clutched his head, 
his first thoughts were “... my head hasn’t been blown off . ” Peter was 
drenched in sweat, and had a severe headache for the next two days 
Just what was all that about 9 Peter still does not know, and 1 am not 
going to speculate here 

What of UFO-type experiences in astral worlds 9 Peter has related 
seeing a red ball of light seen over Avebury. This type of energy form

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has been seen very regularly now. [Peter] saw four of these in an early morning at one of the 
Oxfordshire iron-age hillforts. These four balls of energy were darting and almost dancing around above 
the fort, but occasionally they would stop and ‘hover’ though while stationary they tended to bob up 
and down. [Peter] was also aware that on this occasion he was not in a physical form, and he too was 
seeing everything as if he too were slowly bobbing up and down, though he never seemed to take notice 
of whether he was also a pulsating ball of energy in this form. After this event, [Peter] was convinced 
that the four other forms were almost playing, and kept stopping to see if he would join them, and he 
now regrets not taking up the apparent invitation. 

On two other occasions [Peter] has seen these pulsating balls of energy creating crop circles, and 
another very probable creation - the ‘Beltane Ring’ near Silbury Hill. This formation was found on May 
4th, although [Peter] saw it as apparent creation while travelling at Avebury in the early hours on May 

primed’ to appear some hours later ? It should be 
noted that this is the only crop that as yet 
matches the location that [Peter] has astrally 
witnesses. For the simpler type of crop forma¬ 
tion, it seems that only two of these energy forms 
are needed. As they circle in the air above a field, 
a vortex of violet, almost ultra-violet energy is 
formed between them, and this descends into the 
crop, which then falls into its pre-determined 
pattern. As this vortex dissipates, a ball of golden 
light emerges at the centre of the formation, and 
this then just explodes outwards, and a golden 
ring of energy then sweeps across the field and it 
too dissipates - there are still small bolts of blue 
light crackling through the flattened crop, but the 
formation is now complete. A silly-sounding as¬ 
pect of this is that [Peter] is so busy watching the 
formation occur, he simply forgets to watch 
where the red balls of energy go ! 

It is time to mention some of the aspects of ET encounters. [Peter] has been clearly aware of being on 
spaceships with various other beings. These ships are obviously physical and solid, but [Peter] is sure he 
was not there physically, so was his presence in an astral world more easily definable as another 
dimension ? [Peter] is also very aware of flying some of these craft - flight control is done by the simple 
power of thought, the ship goes where the ‘pilot’ wills it, though [Peter] is not sure how these ships are 
propelled The beings themselves range from five or six different humanoid types, to two reptilian 
species, and several different types of ‘greys’. The greys seem to fall into quite distinct categories. 
These are the taller types, with smaller heads, but these taller ones are the living beings. The smaller 
type, with the familiar huge head - the archetypal ‘Grey’, are, as most of suspect, genetically cloned and 
created drones, and these seem to be used as ‘workers’ by all the other living types of being All of these 
other species seem to be working together, the ships have mixed crews, and without trying to trivialise 
the subject, it doesn’t seem so different to the scenes in sci-fi shows such as Babylon 5, or the Star Trek 
spin off series such as Next Generation or Deep Space 9 Perhaps those closeness to sci-fi imagery is a 
considerable note of caution to be kept in mind in all Peter’s experiences ? 

Peter stresses it should be emphasised that in no sense is he there as an old-style ‘contactee’, with all 
manner of dire warnings on mankind’s future being given to him. If anything, he seems to be sitting in 
on briefings,- all done telepathically. Visual images are ‘beamed’ at him, rather like looking at a rapid 
piece of video footage, the process seems something akin to a flash download of computer information 
The information being given is rarely comprehensible at the time, and very little seems to refer to Peter’s 
current physical life. It seems as if the other beings are trying to get Peter to ‘remember’ other worlds 
and other lives, and the information is more like accumulated knowledge, and perhaps the best term for

Peter does have some of these memories triggered when in this physical world, particularly when 

with like-minded people, and especially fellow spiritual |-

first Peter thought they were ‘abducted’ human children. 

He was quite disturbed when the realisation came that 
‘children’ are the hybrid results of the long suspected 
alien / human breeding programme. He was more dis¬ 
turbed to be told that he was to play a role in the future of 
these hybrid children - the full implications of this have 
yet to unfold 


I hope that you will appreciate that the above just 
scratches the surface of experiences for one person. 
There is a vast range of material still to be uncovered. If 
any of you readers have any thoughts that relate to the 
above, or perhaps you have experiences that would 
confirm, or indeed deny, Peter's accounts, then we would 
like to hear from you. 


PRESS RELEASE FROM NICK REDFERN 2 

DECEMBER 1998. 


On 19 November 1998, Lord Hill-Norton inquired how many files the Ministry of Defence (as 
opposed to the Public Records Office) currently held that related to the UFO issue. 

In his response. Lord Gilbert advised Hill Norton that 76 files were held by the MoD and that they 
dated from 1985 to the present day. Gilbert further revealed that all of those files originated with the 
Secretariat of the Air Staff - the office that was the former home to both Nick Pope and Kerry Philpott 
- and that they dealt with the following issues : ‘policy’ , ‘correspondence’ , ‘alleged sightings’ ; 
‘Parliamentary business’ , ‘media issues’; and ‘answerphone messages’ 

Of course, this is precisely the sort of material that one would expect to see on file with the Secretariat 
of the Air Staff. But what of the additional files that exist and that originate with, for example, DI55 and 
its associated offices within the Defence Intelligence Staff - not to mention RAF Rudloe Manor and the 
Provost and Security Services 9 

For his part, Gilbert conceded that ‘some files’ on UFOs may be held by other MoD ‘divisions or 
establishments’ , however, the MoD’s truly astonishing stance as of November 1998 is that absolutely 
none of this additional material can be identified or provided. Why not 9 A lack of funds ! In other 
words, it’s the same old story : Sec(AS)2a’s material is ok for discussion. But anything else 9 Sorry, no 
can do. And the British Government doesn’t have a covert agenda 9 Don’t make me laugh.
